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THE INDtJSTEIAL SCHOOL TOE BOYS. 
The eighteenth annual report or the 
managers and superintendent of the State 
Industrial School for Boys has been made 
to the Governor. This very important 
State Institution—one which is doing a 
vast deal of reformatory work—was or­ 
ganized as a “House ot Refuge in I860. It 
held that name tor a few years when it 
was changed to State Reform School, and 
in I ST I an act of the Legislature changed 
the name to Wisconsin Industrial School for 
Boys, which is much better. 
The build­ 
ings are among the best State structures, 
and are healthfully and beautifully located 
on the South bank of the Fox River, at 
Waukesha. The larm connected with the 
School, and which is owned by the State, 
contains 233 acres, most of which is under 
good cultivation. 
The buildings of file School have cost, 
since I860, $172,668,17, and the current 
expenses for the same time, including 
the fiscal year, ending September 30th, 
1877, reach the sum of $457,033.00, making 
the entire cost, $624,511.27. 
There have 
been 1,425 
persons committed to the 
School since July 
18G0. The 
report 
shows that during the past year there has 
been a greater number of boys committed 
than in any other year in the history of 
the institution, aud yet the current ex­ 
penses for the year have been reduced 
$1,800. 
This is the 
result of 
the 
wise 
and 
economical 
management 
of the superintendent, Capt. S. J. M. Put­ 
nam. The managers say that the Schooi 
was never in a better condition than now. 
While it has been very wisely and ju­ 
diciously managed so far as economy is 
concerned, the School is also doing good 
service to the State and to the boys therein 
committed. 
Capt. Putnam is peculiarly 
fitted for the important position he holds 
He has committed lo his care a class oi 
boys 
which 
are* 
naturally 
of 
bad 
dispositions—boys who arc more or less 
criminals. To reform them, give them an 
education, and to teach them a trade, is 
the purpose of the Industrial School. 
In 
short, it is the design of the Institution to 
do for boys, what hundreds of parents are 
unable to do for their children. By proper 
care, a large am ant of patience, a wise 
understanding of humau 
nature, and 
a 
generous 
amount 
of 
sym­ 
pathy 
lor 
the 
unfortunate, 
these 
boys arc reformed, educated, and turned 
out in the world better and wiser than 
when they were committed for misconduct. 
We are glad to note that the managers very 
highly compliment Capt. Putnam for the 
ability and wisdom he has displayed In the 
magagement of the School in all its depart­ 
ments. 
The report of Superintendent Putnam 
contains many interesting facts connected 
with the 
management of the School. 
There were 
364 
inmates when the 
report was made rn October, and 134 had 
been committed during the past year. The 
total expense of supporting the inmates, 
per capita, for the entire year is only $125.- 
97, being 34>^cents per day. The product 
of the farm for the past year is given at 
$7,126.00. 
The amount which the mana­ 
gers require from the Legislature as an ap­ 
propriation to meet the current expenses 
of the School for the coming year is 
$39,000. 
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Wisconsin of Saturday says: 
“It has been 
calculated that the mercantile community 
of the United States expends $60,000,000 
per annum upon the system of drumming 
through the agency of commercial travel­ 
ers. Twenty-five years ago the merchants 
made them9elyes and their wares known 
to their customers through chinned of 
publicity, at an expense not exceeding 
$10,000,000. There were less bad accounts 
made in those days than now, and many 
merchants then got rich who have since 
worked themselves poor under the drum­ 
ming system.

Turkey Unable to Offer Any 
Resistance. 


It seems that a great many poisons do 
not understand the nature of the bill intro­ 
duced in the Assembly on Friday, provid­ 
ing for the purchase of four hundred cop­ 
ies of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary, at 
a cost not to exceed $7 per copy. It is^iot 
as many suppose, to provide the members 
with the dictionary. The books are pur­ 
chased by the State at wholesale rates, aud 
are sold to school districts aud to members, 
at the same price the State pays for them. 
The Legislature has passed a bill of this 
kind at each session for several years. 


Our Madison dispatch this afternoon says 
that a meeting of the officers of the several 
militia companies of the State, and the of­ 
ficers who were prominent in the volun­ 
teer service during the war, bas been called 
at Madison on the 29th of the present 
month. The purpose ot the meeting is to 
consider what legislation is necessary for 
the reorganization of the Slate militia.

A PLEA FOE THE POSTAL SAVINGS 
BANKS. 
it seems that Secretary Sticrmaa pro­ 
poses to move quickly and vigorously in 
the matter of establishing postal savings 
banks for the special advantage of the 
great mass of persons who have small In­ 
comes and who need perfect security in in­ 
vesting the small amounts saved by the 
closest economy. The Secretary will ask 
for 
the 
passage 
of 
a 
law 
authorizing the deposit of money in any 
sum, in any postal order office in the United 
States, for which the postmaster shall give 
a certificate of deposit, bealing 3.65 per 
cern. interest in gold. Ily also ask Con­ 
gress to authorize him to issue bonds of aa 
small denominations as $10 and $20, which 
will become very popular, and be exceed­ 
ingly valuable to those who can not buy 
bonds of larger denominations. Secretary 
Sherman states that the amount of money 
intrusted by people to savings banks, ag­ 
gregates nearly OOO million dollars, and be­ 
longs to over two million persons, and he 
thinks that in a short time this vast amount 
would be invested in United States securi­ 
ties. The postal deposit aud the issue of 
small bonds are certainly practical in their 
character, and as the Inter Ocean suggests, 
will afford “ safety of deposit, and availa­ 
bility of use, to the great mass of the peo­ 
ple, which they have not been able to have 
heretofore. 
This is a proposition upon 
which all shcuM unite. It will aid most 
these needing aid. without Injuring others 
It will bring our indebtedness home, and in 
case of need afford a tangible substitute for 
a deficient currency.” 
The New York Herald very strongly 
supports the views of Secretary Sherman. 
After showing the enormous expense of 
running the banks in New York city and 
in Brooklyn, the Herald concludes: “The 
great 
saving of a government system 
which would avoid these heavy expendi­ 
tures is apparent. The benefit to the peo­ 
ple in the security of their money would 
receive interest from the date of their de. 
posit in a postal savings hank, and up to 
the date of the withdrawal of their money 
at whatever time it might be, the difference 
in the rate would be immaterial. We hope 
to see Congress speedily takej up and act 
upon the subject.” 


Inflated with their success in organizing 
the Assembly last week, the Greenbickers 
have organized a Legislative Greenback 
League, to act in conjunction with the Na 
tional League. Hon. Milan Ford, of Osh­ 
kosh, has been chosen President, and E. H .

Alexandria, Raleigh. Devastation,

Achilles will follow immediately. 
The 
tro op ship Jumna, with 1,1 OO troops return­ 
ing from India, and the Euphrates, with 
1,200 men via the Suez Canal, have been 
detained at Malta pursuant to telegraphic 
orders from London. The dockyards at 
Malta are working to a late hour at night 
to prepare other ships for sea. 
In 
consequence of these orders it is very 
generally feared here that the Government 
intends to send a fleet and army of occu ­ 
pation bi Gallipoli, and the war party is In 
the ascendant iu iLe Cabinet. 
Russia’s demand that a peace basis 
should be determined before an armistice 
would be granted has been finally conceded 
by Turkey, and yesterday Server Pasha, 
Foreign Minister, aud Narnyk Pasha, were 
appointed to negotiate, with lull powers, 
tor a peace and an armistice together. 
Great ill-feeling exists against England in 
Constantinople, and appearances now are 
that Turkey w.U make peace without re­ 
gard to British interests. 
The Grand 
Duke Nicholas has informed the Turkish 
commander that he caooot treat for an ar­ 
mistice until a special messenger arrives 
from St. Petersburg, which will probably 
delay all negotiations a few days. 
Geu. 
G mrko has captured Samarkove and Iki- 
man, and is rapidly advancing on Tatar 
B*z*rdjik, while Skebelofl, from the North, 
is pushing on toward Philipoppalis. It is 
quite possible that that the Russian troops 
will cut off or capture Suliemau Pasha’s 
arinp west of the Philopoppalia in the 
same manner as the army in 8chipka Pass, 
which would leave Adnanopie practically 
undefended. 
Turkey may be unable to 
offer resistance to the hardest terms before 
England mikes even a diplomatic remon­ 
strance. Active interference in her behalf 
must come at once, or be worse than use­ 
less.

A WHITE BEAN OR DEATH. 


TMe Story of th e .Weir n t n a c r c lo th e 
T e x a n 
n ig g le for In d ep en d en ce. 
Houston (Tex.) Telegram 
The events recorded below took place at 
Salado, Mexico, March 28,1843, when sev­ 
enteen Texana of 'he Heir expedition were 
snot by order of the Mexican authorities 
The story ii told by a correspondent who 
signs himself R. P. II., of Blanco, Texas, a 
brother of one who drew a white bean: 
One hundred and fhty-nlne white beans 
were placed in the bottom of the mug, and 
sevenu „*n blick ones placed upon the top 
of them. The be ans were not stirred. Such 
was their anxiety to ex 'cute Capt. Camc- 
rom, and perhaps the balance of the offi­ 
cers, that first Cameron and aitcrwards the 
other officers were made to draw a beau 
each from the mag la this condition. Cam­ 
eron, in the act of drawing first, said with 
his usual coolness, “Well, boys, we have to 
draw ; let s be at it/' Bo saying, he thrust 
his hand into the mug and drew out a white 
bean. Nextcpme Col. William F. Wilson, 
who was chained to him ; then Capt. Wil­ 
liam Ryan, and then Judge F. M. Gibson, 
all of whom drew white beans. Next 
came Capt. Eastland, who drew a black 
one, and then came the balance of the 
men. They all drew their beans with that 
manlyldignity and (firmness which show­ 
ed them superior to their condition. Borne 
of lighter temper jested over the bloody 
tragedy. One said, ‘’Boys, this beats raff­ 
ling all to pieces/* The knc eking of irons 
from the unfortunate told who they were. 
Poor Robert Beard, who lay upon the 
ground sick said. “Brother, if you draw a 
black bean l ’il take your place." 
The 
brother said, "No, I am stronger and bel­ 
ter able .to die than you." Several of the 
Mexican officers who officiated in this cru­ 
el violation of their country's faith expr: es- 
ed great dissatisfaction thereat, and some 
wept bitterly. Soo’a after the lated were 
placed in a Bepaste courtyard, when about 
dark they wc*e excuted. Several of our 
men were permitted to visit the unfortu­ 
nate previously to the execution, to receive 
their dying requests. Poor Maj. Cooke 
said “Boys, I told you I never failed to 
(1^*1 a prize; ” and.»hen he said to Judge 
Gibson, “Say to my friends I died in grace." 
Judge Glb:on was so much affected at this 
lest parting that be showc I it from his 
tears. The Major raid. “They only rob me 
of forty years/' and then sat down and 
wrote a sensible and dignified letter to 
Gen. Waddy Thompson, the United Slates 
Minister in Mexico, and knowing that his 
remains would be robbed of his clothes 
after his death, drew off his panfi and 
handed them to his surviving comrade?, 
and died in his underclothes. Poor Henry 
Whaling, one of Cameron's best fighters, 
said, “ Well, they don’t make much off me 
anyhow, tor I know I have killed twenty- 
five of the yellow-bellies.’’ Then, demand­ 
ing his dinner in a firm tone, saying that 
“They shall not cheat me out of it,” 
ate heartily, smoked a cigar, and in 
twenty m'nutea was launched Into eter­ 
nity.

Washington Cor. Boston Herald. 
The.W hile House is liberally supplied 
with newspapers, only a few ot which arc 
kept on file. 
1’resiieDl Grant used to 
have one of his secretaries cut out the lead­ 
ing editorials on political topics in the New 
York daily papers, and occasionally from 
pap 'a published in other cities, which out­ 
ings were handed to him in a bunch, for 
perusal late in the afternoon or in 
evening. Mr. Hayes does not follow 
system; or, 
rattier, be has rn aerially 
modified it. It is the duty of one of tbe 
clerks at the White House to tike charge 
of all the newspapers received. Enough of 
them to fill a bushel-basket are received 
every day. Many of them are unimpor­ 
tant. 
The newspaper clerk cuts from 
most of the influential papers such editoiUl 
and other matter as he thinks of interest to 
the Preiident, whico ho afterwards pasts 
in scrap-books of which a series is kept.

An Oil-Pipe Line 230 Miles Long, 
Tbe seaboard pipe-line to run from But­ 
ler, Pa., to Baltimore, is reported sure to 
be built during tbe coming season, the en­ 
tire right of way having beenob’aiued, and 
land purchased for refiner! s and barrel 
manufactories on Baltimore harbor. Tbe 
distance which tbe line i9 to run is 230 
miles. Tbe following particulars a9 to Us 
construction are given: Tbe pipes will be 
four and a half inch' v in diameter, and laid 
two and a half feet below tbe surface of the 
ground. They will bo made of boiler-iron, 
lap-welded and galvanur I so f * to be im­ 
pervious to the action ot tbe oil, and not 
rust. The line to Baltimore i9 designed to 
be a trunk Hoe, with connections from tbe 
Pennsylvania terminus and from different 
points on the route. 
T * transporting ca­ 
pacity will be 6,OGO barrels of oil per day, 
and it will operate incessantly, day and 
night. The quantity proposed to be taken 
to Baltimore annually is about 2,003,000 
barrels of crude oil.

the close of the Winier, and expect to 
have the line laid the entire distance dur 
ing the coming Summer.
